Attorney General McReynolds announces that he will soon 


institute an action to "divorce" the Southern Pacific from the 
Central Pacific on the ground that the union is a combination in 
restraint of trade. That is just what it is not. Whatever it might 
have been in the past the merger does not now and cannot re- 
strain trade under existing conditions. Rates are at present 
fixed by the State Railroad and Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sions, and dissolving the merger would not benefit a single ship- 
per served by the Southern Pacific system. 


Formerly the Southern Pacific had a virtual monopoly of the 


rail transportation business in all California north of the Te- 
chachapi divide but that condition disappeared many years ago. 
And dissolving the merger will not provide competition where it 


-- does not now exi*t. But it will decrease the efficiency of the 


service now rendered by the united system and increase the oper- 
ating expense, which increase will be an additional tax on traffic.
